same paper with-ballots for city ofhcers, or may be sep-
arate. The said votes shall be counted, returned and
canvassediin the same manner as the votes for city officers
at the same election.

Sec. 6. If it shall appear that the issue of said bonds
shall have been approved by the vote of the majority
of the qualified eléctors of said city, who shail vote upon
the proposition, then the council of said city may issue
the said bonds as provided in sections one and two of this
act.

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
